In the Colledion for the Fire in 
Londpn, He gave publickly ſuch a liberall preporricn as he 
thought meet to-be an Example to others , and Cas I came 
occaſionally to underſtand } left it ſhovid be mitjudged had 
he been khewn to give more, he gave more then as much 
again ſecretly, He diſtribured-much amcngft his Relations, 
His Aged Father and divers-of his Prethren with their large 
Families being fallen into Decay, he tock great care for 
them all, and gave Educarion to ſome, Penfions to others, 
Portions to others of them; and notwithſtanding all this, 
he had but a very ſtrall matter of Stcck to begin upon, and 
never above 8o Pounds per a7. that T know of,and near the 
one half of his time, nor above half ſo much ; - Onely by 
indufſtrie of his Wife who for divers Years kept a Boardiffp 
School, his income was for that time conſiderably . enlarged. 
He took great paines in journeyings abroad to many Gentle- 
men andother Rich Men inthe County, roprocurea ſtardirg 
ſupply for ſuch Non-conforming Miniſters as were in want.

When he came; and the Family were called together, he 
would be infiru&ing the Younger Sort in the Principles of Re- 
ligion, -by asking ſeveral Queſtions in the Catechz/me, the An- 
{wers to which he would be opening, and explaining ro them. 
Alto he would be inquiring of rhem abour their Spiritual Eftate 
and Condition, labouring tro make them ſenſible of rhe evil 
and danger of Sin, the Corraption; and wickedneſs of our Na- 
turcs, the Miſery of an unconverted Starezſtirxing them up to 
lopk after. the True Remedy propoſed in the Goſpel, to tura 
from all their Sins unto G 0 D, tacloſe with Chriſt. upon his 
own terms; to follow afrer Holyneſs, to watch over. their 
Hearts and Lives, to Mortify their Luſts, to redeem their 
Time, , to.prepare for Eternity.

he were nor, he ſhould be Hanged for him: With many ſuch 
like Scurrilous paſſages, which my Huſband recaved with 
much Patience,and ſeeming,as they apprehended by kis Coun- 
renance,to ſlight their Threarnings 3 hey were more Inraged 
at him, they urged him much to Accuſe himſelf, which they 
ſceing they could not bring him to; and having no Evidence 
25 appeared after : Yer did make his Mirtimus for to go to the 
Gcal on Monday Morning, after they. had detained him till 
Twelve at Night, abufing him beyond what I do nowdiſtin&- 
ly remember, or were fit to Exprets, _ 
Aſloon as he returned, it being ſo lare about two a Clock, 
he lay down on the Bed in his Clothes* where he had nor 
ſlepr above two or three Hours ar the moſt, but he was up, 
ſpending his time in Converſe with God, till about Eight a 
Clock ; by which Hour, ſeveral of his Friends were cometo 
Viſit him: Bur he was ſo warched, and the Officer had ſuch 
a charge, that he was nor ſuffered ro Preach all that Sabbath, 
but ſpent the day in diſceurfing with the various Companys, 
thar came flocking in from the Town, and Villages, to Viſir 
him; Praying often with them, as he. could be: permitred.

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parts; and indeed there were very few that knew him,. either 


amorg the ſover Gentry, or Commonalty, but for his emi- 
nenr Parts, and ſpotleſs Life, had: great reſpeQs for him.) 
There were alſo Five more Miniſters, with Fifty 2 «abers, 
which had all their Lodgings in the ſame Room, only parted 
with a Mart, which they had done for a little more Retire- 
ment.” Ir was not long after before Mr. Coven, and Mr. Powe, 
with Eighr more, were brought into the ſame place, being 
taken at Meeringsz which made their Rooms very ſtraight, 
and it was ſo nigh ro the upper parr of the Priſon, that they 
could touch the Tiles as they lay in their Beds; which made 
it very irkſome, the Sun lying ſo hor on it all the day, and 
there being /o mary of them, and ſo much Reſort, contimually 
cf Friends, they had very little Air, till ghey were forced 
ro take dewn tlie Glaſs, end ſome of the Tiles, to let in 
ſome Refreſhment. But here they were confined to Lie and 
eat their Meals, and had no place bur a ſmall Garden, joyn- 
ed to the place where all the common Priſoners were, which 
was no-Retiremenr for them, they having there and in their 
Chamber, the conſtant noiſe of thoſe Wrerches, except when 
they ſlept; who lay juſt under them, their Chains ratling, 
their Tongues often blaſpheming, or elſe Roaring and Sing-_ 
ing by Night, as well as in the day: And if they went into+ 
the Courts of the Priſon, there was the fight of their Clothes 
hanging full of Vermin, - and themſelves in their Rags and 
Chains : Bnt thar which was moſt grievous to them, they hal. 
no place tro Retire. to God in, neither alone, nor together. ' 


| They werealſo much molleſted by the 2yakers, who would 


frequently diſturb them by their Cavits, m the times of their 
Preaching, Praying, and Singing. and would come and work. 
in their Callings juſt by them, while they were in Dutys, 
which was no ſmall diſturbance. to them : And the want_of. 
the Air was more ro my Huſband, than to moſt of them, be- - 


. cauſe healways Accuſtomed himſelf both in Oxford, and af- 


ter, to ſpend his moſt ſecret Hours abroad in by Places, in 
the Fields, or Woods. | , 
 Afﬀſoon as he came into the Priſon, he Preached and Pray- 
ed, that he called rhe Conſ-cration of it. After he had ſpent 
24ay or two in the Priſon, being willing to have me either 
in the Town, - or tl:ere, to attend him, and to keep coupa- 
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.(v8.) 
By with his Friends, who came frequentlyto Viſit him, fre 
chen began-to fat.up is Lodging ; having prevailed with the 
Keeper for eneCorner which was moreprivate than the refſt, 
ro {et his Bed. in, abour which he made a little Partition by 
ſome Curtains, that ſo he might tmveſome Conveniency for 
Rerirement. This was much comfort to him, and afrer a ſew 
Weeks, he gor leave of che Keeper to go out a Mornings and 
Evenings a Mile or more, which hedid conſtantly, unlefs the 
Wearher or his Keepers fury did hinder him. 

Their Dier was very gocd and ſufficient, and ſometimes 
abundant, by thei Friends kindneſs. Here rhey Preachrt 
once aday conftancly, ſomerimes twice, and many came day- 
ly to hear - them Eight or Ten Miles round abour the 
Country, and Mulrticudes came to Viſit them; it being a 
ſtrange ſight to ſee Miniſters laid in ſuch a place. Ther Friends 
were exceeding kind to them, endeavouring by their fre- 
quent Vifits, and provifions for Dier, and ſupplys of Money, 
ro make their Priſon ſweet to rhem. 

Bur my Huſband's Labours were much increaſed by this, 
ſpending all the day in Converſe, he was forced to take much 
of the Nighe for his Studies, and ſecret Converſe with God. 

Thus he with my Brother Norman, and his Company, with 

their fellow Priſoners, continued in that place for four Months, 
being roſied from Sefjions ro Afﬀizes. On the 14th. of 7:y 
foliowing, l:e was brought ro the Scflions held at Taunton, and 
was there Indited for Preach ng on Mzy, the 17th. but the 
Evidence again{t him was ſo_thender, that the Grand Jury 
could not find the Bill, fo that he was not brought to his An- 
{wer thereat all: And his Friends hoped he ſhould have been 
Difmiſſed,ir being the conſtant praR'ce of the Covurr,thar if a 
Prifoner be Indited, and no bill found, he is Freed by Pro- 
chmation. But however, my Huſband was ſent to Priſon 
again unti} the Aſfrzes, and to his Friends that earneſtly ex- 
peRted his. Inlargement, ke fad, Let ns bleſs G.da that his 
will is done, an not the will of ſuch Worms as wt, 

Anguſt, 24th. He was again Indited ar rhe Afſizes, and 
though the Evidence was the very ſame, thar at the Seftions 
vas by the Grand: Jury, judged Inſufficient, yer now at the 
Afﬀrzes, the Bill was by- them found againſt bm. So was he 
lad'to the. Bar, and his Indirement read, which was to this

Pa mear f{-uld he made. Sentence being pronounced #4- 
gainit him, he only made rhis brief Reply : That he was glag 
that tt had appeared bef-re bis Countvy, that whatſoever be Was 
Charged r:tth, he was Guilty of nothing bt doing his Duty,ang 
that all did appar by the Fuidence, was only that be had Sung 4 
Plalm, and Inſfruit-41 his Family, others bring there, and both 
in his own I ufc : And that if nothirg that had bzen urged would 
fate, he Þ1lo with all Cheertyl»eſs, and Thankbfulneſs,- accept 
what/oevey $"ntonce bis Lordſhip ſbuutd pronounce upon bam, for - 
fo Good an1 Rightecus 4 Cauſe, Thus from the Afſizes he was 
ſent to Priſon again, where he continued a whole Year want- 
ing but Three days.

Here they had verv great Meetings. W eek-davs.. and Sabs 
bath-days, and manv days of Humiliation, end Thankſgiving, 
The Lords-davs many Hundreds came, And though my 
Huſband, and Brother Nm», had inany Threats from the- 
Juſtices, and: Jugeges, thar they ſhould be fenc beyond Sea, 
or carried ro ſome Iſland, where rhey ſhovid Fe rept crys 
Priſoners; yer the Lord preſerved them bv his Poxer, and 
thus ordered ir, rhar their Impriſonment was a grear fyrther- 
ance to the Goſpel, and brought much Glory to þ'm, bath 
by their Preaching, and Converſing with Soy:s :. In hr

: which were Printed and Diſperſed into all their Houſes by his 
Order, while he was a Priſoner, He alſo Writ many Holy, 
and Gracious, and AﬀeRionare Letrers to, all his Relations, 
and many other Friends, ro many Churches of Chriſt in other 
parts and places, both far and near. | 
© His Sufferings that he underwent for the ſake of the Goſpel, 
could neither remit his Zeal, nor abate his ARiviry for God, 
but he would gladly imbrace all Opportunities cf doing tim 
Service. The Minifter who was appointed to Preach at cer- 
tain times to the Felons in the Priſon: ' being by Sickneſs difa- 
bled for that Work, he freely performed that Office among 
them, as long as he was permitted ; earneſtly Exhorting them 
by Repentance towards God, and Faith toward our Lord Je- 
ſus Chriſt, ro ſecure the Eternal welfare of their Souls ; freely 
beftowing upon them according ro his Ability for their Re- 
lief, that by doing good to their Bodys, he might win upon 
them to receive good for their Souls, He was very forward 
ro promote the Education of Youth, in the Town of Fuel- 
vw and Country adjacent, freely baſtowing Catechiſms 
*on thoſe that were of poor Families, to Inſiru& them in the 
. Principles of Religion; ftirring up the Elder to Teach, and 
. Incouraging the Younger to Learn. He was a ſerious and 
faithful Monitor to his fellow Sufferers, if he eſpied any thing 
in any of them that did not become the Goſpel for which 
they Suffered. _ REES.

: Here, as elſewhere, he was a careful redeemer of his time, 
his conſtant praaice was early to begin the day with God,

When any came to 
Viſit him, he did nor entertain them with needleſs Imperti- 
nent diſcourſe, bur that which was Sertous, Profitable, and 
Edifying, in which he was careful to apply himſelf to them, 
according to their ſeveral Capacities, wherher Elder, or 
Younger ; Exhorting thera to thoſe gracious Praiſes which 
by reaſon of their Age, or Temper, Calling, or Codition, 
he apprehended they might be moſt defective in, and dehort- 
ing them from thoſe Evils they might be moſt prone, and lia- 
ble tnto. He rejoyced that he was accounted worthy to Suf- 
fer for the Work of Chriſt, and he would Labour to Incou- 
raze the Timerous and Faint-hearted, by his own and others.

to the next Tryal. This Fondneſs of your Heavenly Father, 
is ro be expe&ed only while you are young, and render, bur 
afterward you muſt look to fellow your Bufineſs, and to 
keep your diſtance and to have Rebukes, and Frowns too when 
you need them, Blefs GOD for what you have found kere, 
bur prepare you, his is bur the beginning (ſhall I ſay the be- 
ginning of Sorrow, T cafindr ſay ſo; for the Lord hath made it a 
place of Rejoycing ) this is but the entrance of our Aﬀidti- 
on; but you muſt look thar when you are Trained up to bet- 
ter perfe&ion, GOD will put your Faith ro harder Exerciſe, 

Seventbly, Caſt up your Accounts at your Return, and ſee 

whether you have gone as much forward in your Souls, as 
© have gone backward in your Eftates, T cannet be inſenfi- 

te bur ſome of you are here to very great di{advanrage, as 
ro your Aﬀairs in the World, having lefr your Bufineſs ſo 
rawly at Home in your Shops, Trades, and Callings, that it 
!s like to be no little Detriment ro you, upon this Account : 
Burt happy areye if you find ar your Return, that as much as 
your Afﬀairs are gone backward, and behind-hand, ſo mach 
your Souls haye gone forward. If your Souls go forward 
in Grace by yous Sufferings, bleſſed be GOD that barh 
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brought you to ſuch a place, as a Priſon is. ; 
Eighthly, Let the Snufters of this Prifon make your. Light 


burn the brighter, and ſee that your Gourſe, and Diſcourſe 


be the more Savoury, Serious, and Spiritual for this preſene 
Tryal. O Brethren! Now the Yoice of the Lord K to you, 
as it is in the Prophet Iſaiah 6o. 1. Ariſe, and ſhine, nw leb 
your Light ſhine before men, that others may ſee your good Works, 


and glorifie your Father which is in Heaven. Ir is faid of tholg . 


Preachers beyend Sea, that have been ſent into Engiane, and 
here reaped the henefit of our £ng1ih practical Divinity : As 
their Return, rhey have Preached fo much better than they 
had wont to do, that ir hath been ſaid of them; Apparwt 
hunc fuifſo in Anglik. So do you my Brethren, Live fo much 
berrer than you had wont, that when men ſhall fee the change 
in your Lives, they may fay of you, Apparuit huxe fuiſſs in 
Coſtadia. See that your whole Courſe, and Diſcourſe be more 
Spiritual and Heavenly then ever. See that you ſhine 1n your 
Families when you come Home; be you better Huſbands, 
better Maſters, better Fathers, ſtudy ro do more than you 
have dene this way, and to approve your ſclves better in 
your Family-Relations then you did before; that the favour 
of a Priſon may be upon you in all Companys, then will you 
praiſe, and pleaſe the Lord, | 
Ninthly, And laſtly, See that you walk Accurately, as thoſe 
thar have the Eyes of G9D, Angels, and Men, upon you ; 
( my Brethren ) you wil be looked upon now withvery Cu- 
rious Eyes. GOD doth expe& more of you then ever 3 for 
he hath done more for you, and he lookerh what Fruit there 
will be of all this. Oh! may there be a ſenſible change upon 
your Souk, by the Showres that have fallen in Priſon, as 
there is in the Greenneſs of the Earth, by the ſhowres that 
have fallen lately Abroad, The Eyes of GOP, and Angels 
are upon you, and the eyes of men are upon you 5 new FU 
will be Critically obſerved. Every one will be looking thgt 
you ſhould be more Holy than others, that are called forth 19 
this his glorious Dignity, to be the Witneſs of Chrift Foſs 
with the Loſs of your Libertys. | 
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By way of Dtbortation, alſo I have theſe four things 
to Leave with you. 


- Firſt, Revile not your Perfecutors, bur bleſs them and pray 
for them, as the Infiruments of conveying great Mercies to 
you. Do nor you to far forget the Rule of Chriſt, as when 
you come Home, to be f{etting your Mouths to talk againſt 
thoſe that have Injured you. Remember the Command of 
your Lord; Bleſs them that Curſe you, Pray for them that dif- 
prtefully uſe you, and Perſecute you. Whatſoever they intend- 
ed, yet they have been Inſtruments of a grear deal of Mercy 
tous; and fo we ſhould pray for them, and bleſs GOD for 
the good we have received by them. 

Secondly, Ler nor the humble acknowledgmenr of GODS 
Mercy, degenerate into Proud, Vain-glorious boaſting , or. 
Carnal rriumph. TI beſeeci) you, ſee that you go Home with 
a grear deal of Fear upon your Spirits in this reſpe&, leaſt 
Pride ſhould ger advantage of you, leaft inſtead of humble 
acknowledging G6DS Mercy, there ſhould be Carnal boaſt- 
ing. Beware of this 1 earneſtly beg of you, for this will ve- 

much ſpoyl your Sufferings, and be very diſpleaſing in the 
@ t of GOD. Bur Jet your acknowledging of his Mercy, 


be ever with humble Self-abaſing Thankfulneſs, and he care- 


ful that. you do not make his Mercys to be the fuel of your 


Pride; which were roloſe all at once. 


Thirdly, Be not prodigal of your Liberty upon a. conceir 
thar the Priſons will be eaſic, nor fearful of adventuring your 
felves in the way of your Duty. Alas! I am affraid of both 


theſe Exrreams, onthe one hand leaſt ſome among us having 


found a greardeal of Mercy here, will now think there is no 
needof any Chriſtian prudence, which is always neceſſary, 
and iS a great duty. Ir is not Cowardiſe to make uſe of ihe 
beſt means ro preſerve our Liberty, not declining our Duty. 
On the orherfide, rhere is fear leaft ſome way be fearful, and 
ready to dechinetheir Duty 3 became they have newly taſted 


ef a Priſon jor ir, Far be it. from you to diſtruſt GOD, of 


whom yon have hadio great Experience, bur be (ure you hold 
$3 in your duty, whatioevcr it coſt you. 


1 Fowrthly, Do not Lozd ochers With Senfures, whoſe Judg- 
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ment, or Pra&ice differs from yours, but humbly bleſs GOD 
char hath ſo happily dire&ed you. You know all are nor of * 
the ſame mind as to the Circumſtances of Suffering, and all 
have not gone the ſame way. Far beit from any of you (my 
Brethren ) thar you ſhould lo far forger your ſelves, as to be 
unmerciful ro your Brethren, 'bur bleſs GOD that hath di> - 
refed you into a berter way, Your CRny mult grow 
higher than ever 3 GOD torbia that you ſhoald increaſe in 
Senſures, ' inſtead of invreaſtng in Charity. Lg 
Having ſpoken ro my feHow Priſoners, T have two Words 
ro ſpeak to you our Friends, and Brethren with us, : 
Firſt, Ler our Experience e your Incouragement, Olove 
the Lord, ye our Friends, love the Lord, fear him for ever, 
believe in him, truſt in him for ever, torzour fakes 3 we haye 
raſted of the Kindneſs of GOD. 
You know how good GOD hath been ro us, in Spiritualsz 
in Temporals. Encourage your Hearts in the Lord your God, -- 
ſerve him rhe more freely, and gladly, for our fakes. You. 
ſce we have tried, ' we have taſted how good the Lord is: Do 
you truſt him the more, becauſe we have rrred him ſomuch, 
and found him a Friend ſo Fairhfu], fo Gracions, that we are 
utterly unable to ſpeak his Praiſe. Go onand fear nor in the 
way of your Duty : Yerily there is # Reward for tht Rightemas. 
GOD hath given us a grear Reward already, but this is bat 
the leaſt, we look for a Kingdom. - SM 
Secondly, And laſtly, My defire 5s to our Friends, that 
they will all help us in our Praiſes, Our Tongnes are wo Fir- 
tle to ſpeak forth the Goodneſs, and the Grace of GOD, tg 
you help us in our Praiſes, Love the Lord the barrer, Praiſe 
him the more, and whar is wagtirg i us, let it be made 
good by you. ' O that the Praiſes of GOP may found Abroad 
in the Country by our means, and for eur fakes, 


Hf E was prevented of going to the Waters, by his laſt Itmpri- 
"I ſonment; for want of which, his Diſtempers increaſed 
much upon him all the 7»ter after,and rhe next $p177g more 3 - 
yer not fo as to take him fully off from his Work, but he 
Preached, and kept many Days, and Adminiſtred the Sacra- 
ment among them frequently. 

- But going up.to the Waters in Fly, 1667, they had a con- 


rraty, 


wy effec upon him, from what they had ar firft : For after 
= days taking them, he fell into a Feaver, which iciſed on 
- is Spirits, and decaied his ſtrength exceecingly, ſo that he 
(cemed very near Dearth: Bur the Lord then again revoked 
the Sentence paſſed upon him, and enabled him in ſix Weeks 
to rerurn again to his People, where he much defired to be : 
Bur finding at his return, great decay of his Strengrh, and a 
weaknels in all his Limbs, he was willing to go ro Dorcheſter, 
to adviſe further with De&or Loſe, a very Worthy and Re- 
yerend Phyſitian,from whom he hag received many Medicines, 
but never converſed with ijim nor had ſeen him, which he 
canceived might conduce more to his full Cure.- 

The Doftor ſoon perceiving my Huſt-ands weakneſs, per- 
faded him to continue for a Forrnight , cr three Weeks 
there, that he mighr the better Adviſe him, and alrer his 
Remedies, as he ſhould fee occafion 5 which Motion was rea- 
dily yielded unto by us. 

Bur we had not been there about five days, before the uſe 
af all his Limbs was taken away on a ſudden; one day his 
Arms wholly failing, the next his Legs; ſo that he could 
no go, nor ſtand, ner move a Finger, nor turn in his 
Bed, but as my ſelf and a other did turn him night and day 
in a ſheer: All means fail ng, he was given over by ?hyſiti- 
ns and Friends, rhat faw him Tying ſome Weeks in cold 
weats night and day, and many times for {ome Hovrs toge- 
ther, half his Body cold, in our apprenſions, dying ; recei- 
vingngthing but the heſt Cordials rhac Arc could invent, and 
almond Milk, or a little thin Broth once in three or tour days. 
Thus he lay from September, 28. ro November, 16, before he 
hegan to Revive, or it could be diſcerned that Remedjes did 
at all prevail agginſt kis Diſeaſes : In all this rime he was ſtill 
cheartfu], and when he did ſpear it was nor ar all complaining, 
bur always Pra'fing and Admiring God for his Mercies ; bur 
!1:s Spirits were ſo low, that he ſpake {c!dom, and very foft- 
Iv. He ſtill rold us he had no pain at all, and when his 
Friends admired his patience, he would ſay; God had nar

er aried him in at Bn bur laying him Aſide or of his 


Wark, and keeping h'm out of Hcaven ; bur through Grace 
kc eould ſubmit to his pleaſure, waiting fer him: It was Pat 
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Fix Father of him; and te wanted firefygrh ( as ke often told 
ps ) to ſpeak mere of his Love, and to ſptpk for Ged vþo 
had been, and was ſtill ſo gracious ro h'm. Feing often afke 
by my ſelf ard others, how it was with his Spirit in all this 
weakneis, he wculd Anſwer : Fe had nor thote Ratiſhing juys 
that he cxpeRed, 2rd that ſcme Eeltevers did partake + 3 
bur he had a ſweet Serenity. of Heart, ard Confidence in 
Ged, grounded on the Premiies of the Geipel, and did be- 
eve it would be well with him to all Ecrerniry. 


In all this time, I never heard cne 1Impatient word from 


him, nor could upon my ſir'Qeſt obſcrvatien, diſcern the 
leaſt diſcontent with his ſtate; though he was a pitiful OdbjeR 
ro all others that beheld him, being ſo contumedz beſides the 
Loſs of the uſe of his Limbs: Yet the Lord did ſupport atid 
quier his Spirit, that he lay as if he had 7zy&dyred nothing 3 
breaking our ofren moſt afleQionarely in c6mmer;ditg the 
Kindneſs of the Lord to him, ſaying, Goodneſs and Ietcy 

had followed him all his days. ; 
And indeed the loving Kindneſs, and Care of God ws fift- 
gular to us in that place, which I cannot but mention to His 
raiſe. | 
, we came Strangers thirher, and being in our 1»), 
we fonnd ir very uncomfcreable 3 yet were fearful to fppoſe 
our feives on ary private houſe ; Bur neceſſity inforcing, 
we 6' cnouire for a Chamber, but could nor procure ore x 
the Small Pox being very hor in moft Families, and thefe 
thai had thein rot, daily expeding them, and: fo cout nor 
foare Roomes, as elſe they mighr. Bur the Lord who faw ove 
afliion, inclined the heart of a very gcod Woman (a Mini- 
ſters Widdow) one Mrs. Bartlet, to come and Invite ts r& 
a Lodging in her Vouſez which we readily and way. 
accepted oft ;, where we were fo accomedated as we &evle 
not have bin any where elfe in the Town, eſpecially in re- 
card of the afliſtance I had from fogr vourg Wemen who liy= 
ed undcr the ſame roofe, ard ſo were reacy night and 4x 
to help me (I having no Servant, nor Friend near me; we 
being ſo unſettled T kept none, bur had a!lwayes rended hifft 
my ſelf to that time : And the Miniſters and Chrift:atts &f 
that Place were very compaſſionare rowards ys, Viſiting ard 
Praying with and for us ofren; Anfl Pr, Lofe vifited hits

Stranger and Mercy taob me 71 5 In Priſon and it came to me, 
Sick and weak, and it Vifited me. There was alſo ten young 
Women befides the four in the houſe, that rook their rurns 
to watch with him conſtanely ; for twelve Weeks ſpace I ne- 
. yer wanted one ro help me : And the Lord was pleaſed to 
' his. power fo in ſtrengthening me,thar I was every nighr 

(all rheſe Wes in the depth of Winter) one that helped 
to turn him, never lying out of the Bed one night from him, 
bur -—-—; Gappy he called or wanted any thing, was waking 
to alliſt her in the Chamber, though as ſome of them have 
faid they did rel}, rhat we did turn him more then 4o times 
a nighr, he ſeldome tleeping art all in the nighr, in all thoſe 
Weeks; though his render afic&ions were ſuch, as to have 
had me ſometimes lain in another Room, yet mine were ſuch 
to him, thatiT could not bear ir, the thoughts of ir being 
worſe to me then the trouble or diſturbance he accounted I 
had with him, for I feared none would do any thing about 
him with ſuch caſe, neither would he ſuffer any one all the 
; gay to rouch him but me, or to give him-any thing thar he 
did receive: by which I diſcerned it was moſt prateſul ro him, 
and therefore ſoto me; And I never found any want of my 
Reſt, nor did get ſo much asa cold all thar Winter, though 
I do nor remember rthart for 14 or 15 Years before, I could 
eyer ſay. 1 was one {Moneth free of a moſt violent Cough, 
which if 1 had been moleſted with then, would have bin a 
great addition to his and my afflition; and he was not a 
- little taken with the goodneſs of God ro me in the time of 
all his ſickneſs, bur eſpecially thar VVinter, for he being nor 
able: to help himſelf. in the leaſt, I could not be from him 
night nor day, with any comfort to him, or my ſelf. .

After this, the ſtrength. of his Limbs which. were decayed. 
returned again, and he was beyond all expeRarion fo far 
Recovered, thar we had. no fears of his Relapfing again: his 
Appetite, and Reſt, and all Repaired. Bur abour the 6th. of 
May, he began again to find weakneſs in his Stomach, which 
in a few days ſo grew apon him, that he loſt his Limbs again; 
and on the 12th, of Mziy in the Morning, having lain ſome 
days and nights in.cold Sweats, as heretofore. at Dorcheſter: 
He yas again Seiſed with Convulfions, firſt lying four Hours 
with his Eyes fixed to Heaven, not ſpeaking one. word, :nor 
in the leaft moving himſelf, my ſelf, and Friends, weeping 
by him, at laſt he ſpake to us with a very Audible Voice: 
{ Weep not for me, .my Work is done | and ſeemed to be 
full of Matter to utrer to us; but was imediately feifed with a 
terrible Cenvultion, which was fad to behold; it ſo altered - 
his Countenance, and pur him into ſuch Sweats, that *rwas 
ſtrange to ſee how the drops lay and run down his Face, and- 
Hands, and Body : This held him two Hours or more; and: 
ceaſed, but he was left by it withcut any Senſe; and in a-. 
quarter of an Hour, or little more, fell into another, in which. 
ne Ratled, and was Cold, ſo that we apprehended every - 
Breath would be his laſt, The Phyfitian who was then by; 
him, accounted his Pulſe to be gone, and that he would be 
Bead ina few minutes; But the Lord ſhewed his Power here 
once again in Raiſing him, ſo rthar many that came and ſaw: 
him, chat heard the next day,he was Alive, would nor” be= 
lieve till they came and faw him again: Theſe violent Fits 
wenr off abour Twelvea Clock, and he Revived; bur had no 
Senſe ro Converſe wirh us till the next day, nor did he _per- 
fettly. Recover them Four days after, .and;;then was as before,

'nro his Hands, or Legs; fos, the moſt-parr. Confined to his

that had not in many weeks been our of his Bed and Cham- 
ber, was able in two days, to reach near Forty Miles { but 
when we came to B24, the Doors there ſeemed to he much 
amazed, to behold ſuch an Objed, profeſiing they never ſaw 
the Ike )) muck wondering how he was come Alive ſuch a 
Journey, and doubred much ro 'pur him in : Bur he vaving 
tried all Artificial Baths, and Oytitments, ard Plaifters be- 
fore, he reſolved againſt their Judgments, to adventure 
himſelf. '-  - * | 

Ar his firſt appearing in the Bath,being waſted to Skin and 
Bone, ſome of 'the Ladics were affrighted, as 1t Death had 
been come'in among them, and could not endure to look to- 
ward: tim, 

The firft time he went in, he was able to ſtay bur a little 
while, bur'was much refreſhed, and had no'Symtom of his 
Firs, which we feared the Bath might have cauſcd again : 
Through the blefing ct rhe Lord upon this means, without 
any thing el ſe,excepr his drinking of Goats-Milk; he that was 
not able ro go nor ftand, nor move a Finger, couid in three 
Weeks time, walk ' about kis Chamber, and Feed himſelf, 
Wis impaired Appetite was apain Reſtored,and his Strengrh fo 
Increaſed, that there ſeemed no doubr ro the Phytirians of his 
full Recovery, he having not the leaft Sipn. of any Inclination 
— Fits, from the 12th, of May, tl his Death drew 
>In'/this 'time of his being in Bath, his Soul was far more 
ftreigtliened with Grace; ſo rhar my feif, and all thar be- 
held him, and converſed with him, diſcerned ſenſibly his 
Growth ; and he was in the nights,and days, ſo frequently with 
God, 'and often in ſuch Raviſhments of Spirir, from the Joys 
and Gonſolations that he received from the Spirit of God, thar 
It was ofrentimes more than he could expreſs, or his Bodily 
irength could+bear ;/ ſo - that for my own part, I had leſs 
hopes of his continuance on Earth, than ever before: For I 
perceived plainly the Lord had ſpared him but to recover 
irengrh of Grace, and to make him a more evyident-in- 
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ſtance of his ſingular Love, before he took him hence, 

He being now more chearful rhan formerly, and more ex- 
ceedingly Aﬀeionare in his Carriage ro me, and to all his 
Friends, eſpecially with thoſe that were moſt Heavenly, the 
Lord was pleaſed ro order itn his Providence; there were ma- 
ny ſuch then who. came to uſe the Bath, as Mr. Faircloygh, 
and his Wife, Mr. H5w, of Torrington, Mr. Foſeph Barnard, 
and his Wife, and ſeveral of our Taunton Friends, and of 
Briſtol Miniſters, and others, which was a great comfort $0 
us, in that ſtrange and wicked place. 

His parts ſeemed to be more quick in his Converſes, what- 
ever he was put upon either by Schollars, or thoſe that were 
more Inferiour. He had manVifitors there, both of Strangers 
and Friends, who were willing to ſee ttim, and diſcourſe with 
him, having heard whar a monument of Mercy he was; and 
he would to all of them, ſo Amplifie upon all rhe Paſſages of 
Gods dealings with him, as was very pleaſant to all that heard 
him; and did affe& many thar were ſtrangers to God, and 
to Religion, as well as ro him. 

He found much favour even among the worſt, both Gentry 
and others ( ſuch as would make a ſcoftart Religion, or holy 
Diſcourſe from others ) would hearken to him. - Though he 
did often faithfully reprove many for their Oaths, and ex- 
ceſs in Drinking, their Laſcivious Carriages, which he obſer- 
ved in the Barh; and there was none of them, bur did moſt 
thankfully accept it from him, and ſhewed him more reſpe& 
afrer, than they had done before : In which he obſerved much 
of Gods goodneſs ro him, and would often fay ro me: O! 
how good is it to be faithful ro God. The vileſt of theſe Per- 
ſons, as I was by ſeveral informed, faid of him, thar he ne- 
yer ſpake with ſuch a man in his life. 

His Reproofs were managed with ſo much reſped& to their 
Perſons, and the honourable eſteem he had of cheir Dignity, 
thar they ſaid, they could not but accept his Reproofs, though 
very Cloſe and plain 3 and his way was, ſometime before he 
mrended to reprove them, he would often in the Bath Con- 
verſe with them, of thizgs that might be tabing with them , 
and did ſo ingage their Aﬀe&ions, that they would willingly 
every day Converſe with him: He being fur»;hed ( fram his 
former Studys ) for any Company, deſigning to ufe ir —_ 
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(86) 
for Foly endsz by ſuch means hath caught many Souls, 
While he was im this place, ' though he had many Diverfi- 
ons by his uſing the Bath conttantly every day, and his fre- 
quent Viſits, beſides his Weakneſs, yet he kept his conſtanr 
Seaſons four rimes a day, for his holy Retirements'; waking 
ia the Morning "conſtantly at or before five a Clock, and 
-wou'd nor be diſturbed till abbut ſeven, when he was carried 
to the Bath, Having the Curtains drawn cloſe, he fpent his 
rite in Holy Meditation, and Prayer, and Singing, and once 
again before Dinner, but then he ſpent leſs time, and about 
- half an Hour before Two in the Afternoon, juſt before he 
went Abroad. | | | 
i For chough he never attained to ſo much ftrength, as to be 
*ableto walk Abroad in the Streets without my leading him, 
or {ome other, yer he would be Imployed for his Lord and 
Maſter. His Chairmen that uſed ro carry him to the Bath, 
-he appointed to ferch him abour ' Three a Clock, who 
carried him to Viſit all the' Schooles, and Alm({-Houſes, and 
ihe Godly Poor, eſpecially the Widdows; to whom he wonlfl 
plve Money, and with whom he would Pray and Converſe 
wirh them, concerning their Spiritual ſtares, according 2s 
»rheir Neceflirys required ; ingaging thoſe that were Teachers, 
a-d Governours, to Teach the Af:vl:rs Catechiſm, buying 
many Dozens, and giving them ro difiribute ro their Schot- 
hars; and 'many other {mall Books which he thought 1nighr be 
_vſetul for rhem, and then would come and fee in a Week or 
 Forrnichr, what progreſs they had ' made* He alſo ingaged 
feveral to fend rheir Children orice a Week to him, ro be Cz- 
re. h\.cd, which they did hearken ro him in: And we had about 
Sixty or Scventy Children every Lords-day to our Lodging, 
and rhey profited much by his Inftrucions, till ſome took 
ſich  cffence at 'ir, that he was forced to Defift, and rhe 
School-Maiter was threatned ro be Cited to wells, before the 
Biſhop, and many others affrighted from it. | 
© He alfo\fent for all rhe Godly Poor he could find in that 
- plare, and entertained them ar his Chamber, and gave to 
chem every orieas he was able, as a Thankſ-Offering ro rhe 
'Tcrd, for js Mercy to him, and deſired them, with ſeveral 
/&t%ers to Keep a day of Thankſprving for him ; Mr. Faircloxgh, 
ir, 22», and Hm, performing the Dutys of rhe day. 
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i Thus though his Sickneſs had been long, and his Expences 
Y -great, he thought he could never ſpend enough for him from 
whom he had received all: He conſtantly gave Money, or 
# Apples, to all the Children thar came to be Carechiſed by 
3 him,to Ingage them, beſides all he gave to the Teachers, and 
# Poor, which indeed was beyond his Ability, confidering his 
Eſtate: But I am perſwaded,he did foreſee thar his time would 
be bur ſhort, and having made a Competent, and Comfortable 
proviſion for me, he reſolved to lay up the reſt in Heaven 
he did often ſay ro me, If he Lived never ſo long, he would 
never increaſe his Eſtarc, now I was provided for ; he ha- 
ving no Children, Gods Children ſhould have ir. 

Bur he was yet again deſigning what he mighr do before he 
took his leave of the World : And his next workwas ro ſend 
Letters-to all his Relations, and intimate Friends, in moſt 
of which he urges them to obſerve his Counſels, for they were 
like to be his laſt ro them. TI always Wrote for him, for he 
could not by reaſon of his Weakneſs Write a Line. 

Ar this time, he had a great defireto goto Mr. Foſeph Bar- 
nards, which was about five Miles from Bathe, there to Fi- 
niſh his laſt Work for God, that ever he did on Earth; which 
was to-Promote the Exerciſe of Catechiſing in Sommerſet{arre, 
and wiltſhire: Mr. Barnard having had a great Deliverance 
as well as himſelf, he propoſed this ro him as their ,Thank-_ 
Offering to God, which they would joyntly render to him. 
They had jngaged -one to another, to give ſo much for the 
Printing of Six Thouſand of the Afſumblies Catechiſms, and 
among other Friends,to raiſe ſom? Moxey,ror to.ſend to every Mt- 
17ſter, thar would Ingage in rhe wor, and ro grve to the Chils 
aren for their Incouragement in Learning: This Work was fi- 
_ by Mr. Baraard, after my Huſband was gone to his 

eſt, 

He finding himſelf ro decline again, apprehended ir. vas 
for want of uſing the Batb, and therefore defired to return, 
and I being fearful he ſhould Ride home, ſeeing ſome Sym- 
toms of his Firs, ſent for the Horſe-Litter, and ſo carried hins 

again to Bath; Where by the Do@ors adviſe, after he had 
raken ſome things to prepafe his Body, he made uſe of the 
hor Bath (the Croſs Bath being then too cold) and fo he 
did for Four days, and ſeemed to be Refreſhed, 'and the: 
G 4  Mrength 
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Strength that he had in his Limbs to recover, rather then 
abate; and two of his Taunton Friends coming to ſee him he 
was chearful with them : Burt on the Third of November I 
diſcerned a great Change in his countenance, and he found a 
great alteration in himſelf, but concealed it- from me, as 1 
heard after ; For ſome Friends coming to viſit him,he defi- 
red them to pray for-him, for his time was very ſhort; Eur 
defired them not to tell me of ir : All that day he wonld nor 
permit me to move out of the Chamber from him, except 
cence whye thoſe Friends were with him. After we had dined 
he was in more then ordinary manner tranſported with Aﬀec- 
tions towards me; which he expreſſed by tvs rerurning me 
Thanks for all my Paines and Care for hmm and with him, 
and purting up many moſt Aﬀe@ionare Requeſts for me to 
G OD, before he would ſuffer me to riſe as we fate rogether : 
At Night again, at Supper before I could riſe from him, he 
ſpake thus ro me. | 
Well, now my dear Hearr, my Companion in all nry Tri- 
bulations and Aﬀii&ions I thank rhee for all thy pains and 
Labours for me, at home and abroad, in Priſon, and Liber- 
ty, in Health and Sickneſs; reckoning up many of the Pla- 
ces we lad bin in, in the Days of our Aﬀigion ; And with 
many other moſt - endearing and affe&ionate Expreſſions, 
he concluded with many Holy Breathings to God for me, 
thar he would require me, and never forger me and fill me 
with ail manner of Grace and Conſolations, and thar his 
Face might ftill ſhine upon me, and that I might be ſup- 
Ported and carryed rhrough all difficultys : 
* After this he defired me to ſee for a Pradtioe of Pzety, and 
T procuring one ſort him; he tnrned his chair from me that 
I might ror ſee; and Read the Medztations about Death in the 
latey Fnd of that Book ; whichlT diſcerning,askt of him whe- 
ther he did apprehend his end was near : To which he re- 
plyed. He knew not, in a few days I would fee; and fo 
fell intro other diſcourſe, to divert me 3 defiring me to read 
two Chapters to him as Joſe to do every Night, and fo he 
aſted ro Bed, not betfip able go go to Prayer ; and with 
hisown hands did very haſtily undoe his Coar, and Doubler, 
which he had nor done in many Moneths before : As ſoon 
as he was in Fed he told me he felt ſome more rhen ordina- 
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ry ſtoppage in his. Head,and I brought him ſomerining to pre- 
yent the fits which I feared : Bur-in a quarrer-of an hour af- 
ter he fell into a very ſtrong Convaylion : Which I being 


S much affrighed ar, called for help, and ſenr*for rhe Doors z 


uſed all former and other means, bur no ſuccefs rhe Lord 
was pleaſed to give then ro any ; But they continues for 
rwo Days and Nights,nor ceaſing one Hour. 

This was moſt grievous to me thacT ſaw him fo like ro de- 
part, and thar I ſhould hear him ſpeak no more ta me; 
fearing it would harden the wicked to ſee him removed by 
ſuch a ſtroak: For his firs were moſt terrible ro behold : 
And I carneſtly beſought the Lord that if ir were his Plea- 
ſure, he would ſo far mitigate+ the heavy ſtroak I ſaw was 
coming upon me, by. caufing him to urter ſomrhing of his 
Heart before he took him from me ; which he gratioufly 
anſwered me in; for he rhat had not ſpoke from Tueſday 
Night, did on Friday morning abonr Three a Clock,call for 
me to came to him, ſpeaking very underſtandingly between

His Courſe in his Family was Prayer, and reading the

.and of every Sermon, either to himſelf or me: He dealt with 
them and his Servants frequently rogerher, and aparr, abour # 
their Spiritual ſtares, preſliag them to all their Durys, both 
of Firſt, and Second Table, and calling them ſiri&ly ro ac- 
gount, whether chey did nor omit them. | He alſo gave them 
Books ſuitable to their Eapacirys, and Condition, which they 
gave a weekly account of to him or me; bur too,] often 
by Publick work was he diverted, as I was apt to think, whe 
knew norſo well what was to be preferred. 

His Lords-days Work was great, for though he Preachr 
bur once in his own Place, yet he was either defired by ſome 
of his Brethren, to Supply rheirs, on any Exigency, or 
would go where was no Minifter; and ſo was forced often 
to leave his Family ro me, to thy great grief and loſs : In his 
Reperirions in publick, as well as Cartechifing, his own Fa-

WhenT have pleaded with him for more of his time with 
my Self, and Family, he would-anſ{wer me: His Miniſterial 
Work would not permit him to be {o conſtant as he would ;

He was a Holy, Heavenly, Tenderly-Aﬀe&ionate Huſband, 
and I know nothing I could complain of, but thar he was fo 
taken up, that I could have but very little Converſe with him.

Inſomuch, rhar when 
his Judgmenr was ar any time defired concerning any Ser* 
mon which he had heard, and any M:ii{:- CConformilt, or 
Non-conformiſt.) though weak and w-n, © would yet ever 
find- matter of Commendation, non*< of Diſ>raiſe, judging 
the Miniſter and his Diſcourſe, at leait ro 2 Honalt, and of 


good: Intent. He abhorred ro intrench 57 che Piping Prero- 
garive, in judging of mens Stares befort the cinuy wmd In 
condemning mens Actions art all adventiur-s, witiogur contte 


dering their leſſening or altering Circunfance;, And 45 he 
liked to judg no man -beyond his Spiere, and ſpeak evil of 


no man, ſo in his Life did he reap as great and viſible Re- 


ward, as anyfor this moſt Chriſtian Praite ; for tha Tongues 
even of all, did pay: Tribute ro his good Name, which was 
a thing ſo Entire and Sacred, that ſcarce a RahHeba, or Shi- 
mt, could find a:paſlage by which to Invade it. His good 
Name was as a precious Box of Oyntment, by his Dearth eſpeei- 
ally Broken, and Poured forth, rhe delicious Scent whereof 
all rhoſe Hearts with -grear delight retain which, like Lidza's, 
were opened to his Heavenly Dodrine, and nor only ſo, bur 
they will Perperuare ir, whilſt they have Childrens Children 
by whom to Erernize his Memory. 


Fourthly, His Praftiſe as ro Conrch-Communion, 
Hes f nagment as to Obeatence to Authority. 


As reſpe&s his Praiſe, and moderate Opinion in point of 
Church-Communion, and his Judgment in point of Obedi- 
ence to, the Supreme Power, together with his great vegard 
ro,and earneſt Infiſtmg on Second Table Duries, much may be 
faid to his worthy Praiſe. He as frequently attended on the 
Puvblick Worſhip,as his Opportunities and Strengrh permitted, 
and ofren declared his very good Liking of ſome Ns 
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which he heard from the preſent Incumbent. Hedid not ac- 


count thar none could worſhip God aright, unleſs jn all In- 
ſtances, and ſmaller Circumſtances of Worſhip, they wholly 
accorded with his Apprehenſions, bur with the Divine Apo- 
ſile, he had Learnt to ſay : Notwithſtandeng every Way, whe- 
ther in Pretence. or 1n Truth Chrift is Preached, and I therein do 
Rejoyce, yea, and will Regoyce, He knew of how great mo- 
ment it was, thar the Publick Worſhip of God ſhonld be main- 
tained, and that its Aſſemblies ſhould nor be Relinquiſhed, 
though ſome of its Adminiſtrations did nor clearly approve 
themſelves unto him, becauſe upon the Account of ſome Im- 
perfe&ions, and Pollutions in them ſuppoſed or real, to with- 
draw Communion, is evidently to ſuppoſe our ſelves joyned 
before our time, to the Heavenly Aſſemply, or to have 
found ſuch a one here on Earth, exempt from all "Mixtures 
and Imperfe&ions of Worſhippers, and Worſhip. Heaban- 
doned nor all Forms, but their Formal uſe, neither thoſe in 
particular publickly Eſtabliſhed Crhrough a fond Prejudice, 
or Partiality, as may be affirmed of too many ) buthathrbeen 
heard much to commend that Form of Thankſgiving, both 
Excellent and Antient, viz. the Te Dez, and particularly 
thar Sentence in it, The noble Army of Martyrs praiſe thee ; 
which he was wonr to mention with a certain Exultation. So 
Moderate and Calm he was in his Judgment, that when the 
twonew Forms in the L:trrgre, v17, on the horrid Decollati- 
on of Ring Charies the Firſt, and on the Return of King Char/es 
the Second, were firſt Printed, he was fo far from Nauſeart- 
ing them becauſe Forms, cr becauſe bearing rhe ſtamp of Au- 
thority, that he had ever reſolved to Read rhem (thongh 
then only, as I remember, Recommenced ) had riot ſome 
Occurrences, which I need not name, prevailed with him ar 
pretent-to forbear. 


His Loyalty, 


Ir appeared that he had a due ſenſe of che grand Tmportanee 
of the Obedience of Subjeas to rhe Supream Mageſtrate, 
by ſome excellent Sermons which he Preached on that of the 
Apoſtle, Rom. 13. v7, 1. alittle before his Ejetion; where, 
and when his Judgment was fo ftrig, as unjuſtly ro offend 
ſome

ſome whoſe Weakneſs, ard Ignorance, by reaſon of a lcnp 
Proſcriprtion of rhe Regal Power, had made over Scrupulous 
or Erroneous. His Loyalty alſo ro his Prince, he difcovereq 
in obſerving the Injunction of the 'Wiſe Man, viz. Not 7; 
Curſe the King, no not 7n his Bed-Chamber, or Retiring Rooms ; 
for he harh often been ſeen with Indignarion to turn from 
and huſh into Silence, all Reports and Surmiſes, true or falſe 
which dire&ly or indire&ly did tend todetra& from, and de. 
fame Dignities, accounting them no. cauſe of withdrawing, 
or leſſening our juſt Honour and Obedience; but rather 6f 
giving our ſelves the more to Prayer and Humiliation, 


Fifthly, His reſpect to $ ccond-T able Dutys. 


He was not only a man Aſpiring to the Heights, but alſo 
reſpe&ing the due breadth and extent of Religion, being 
well-adviſed; how much the Virals and Honour of Religion 
in the World are conſerved by, and concerned in a conſci- 
onable diſcharge of Second- Table Duties, Thar he had a 
deep ſenſe of the great Advantage,or Diſadvantage, accruing to 
Religion, by the firi& or remiſs performance of the Durics 
of the Second-Table, and particularly thoſe of the Fifth 
Commandment 3 all bear him witneſs in, that he upon ſeve- 
ral Texts for a long time together, moſt Faithfully inſtruged 
his People in Relative-duties ( than which, none indeed are 
more Momenrous, and lefs obſerved ) and moſt ſharply Re- 
proved the Guilry for rheir failures therein 3 on all which Re- 
lations, their Dutys, and Defedts, he particularly, and with 
much Zeal Infifted. Witneſs alfo his great Grief, and Indig- 
nations, which he frequently conceived, and with great Ve- 
hemency expreſſed in lamenting over, and reproving ſome 
Profeſſors of Religion, for their wretched Negle& and Breach 
of fome Second-Table Precepts; the Scandal, and Diſho- 
nour of which to Religion, and the Religious, how he raſent- 
ed, none bur God and his own Soul did throughly know. 
He vehemently dereſted that Impious and Helliſh defign, of 
putring aſunder ( in this matter ) what God hath joyned to- 
gether, V7. Thoſe Commands reſpe&ting God, and our 
Neighbour 3 both which he hath equally appointed to us, as 
Rules of Dire&ion, and Judgment. He was neither Legal|, 
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gor Solrpd1an: neither Ritwalift, nor Enthuf:zaft, not ſo much 


above in the Mount with God, as nor alſo ro come down to 
his Neighbor, whom he did Accoſt as Moſes, with borh Ta- 
bles in his Hand, on which his Life and DoEtrine, did con- 
fantly and excellently Comment, | 


Sixthly, His Labours in the Miniſtry. 


As ReſpeRs, His grear Induſtry, and happy Labours in the 
Miniſtry, together with his great Prudence, and Compaſlion, 
in applying himſelf ro the Souls of his Flock, according to 
their moſt preſſing®needs z none who knew the former, but 
muſt alſo Confeſs, and Admire art the latter, 


1. His Prudence in them. 
His Prudence, Then in apportioning, as well as defigning, 


the moſt Suitable and Seaſonable inſtruftions to his People, 
was moſt Apparent, in that he was ſtill (after he had finiſh- 


ed a foregoing Text, or Diſcourſe) even at a Loſs, as he 


hath often Expreſſed himſelf to fome of his Friends, what 
Subje& moſt Advantagious, and Seaſ{onable to his Auditory, 
he ſhould'next Infift on; ſo far he was from Aiming, or 
Shooting ar Rovers in his divine Inſtrugions, and Exhorta- 
tions, Andſo loath he was to Labour in vain, and to paſs 
from one diſcourſe to another, as one unconcerned whither 
he had Sown any good Seeds or no, on the Heams of his 
Hearers; that in the cloſe of his Applicatory part on any 
Text (whith ſometimes he handled for a conſiderable 
white ) he ever expreſled his great unwillingneſs to leave 
that Subje&, till he could have ſome aſſurance, that he had 
not Fought in that Spiritual Warfare againſt Sin, as one who 
beateth the Air; when alfo he expreſled his great fear, leaſt 


he ſhould after all his moſt importunate Warnings, leave: 


them as he found them, And here with how much Holy-ta- 
king Rhetorich , did he frequently Expoſtulate the Caſe with 
Impenitent Sinners, in words too many to mention, and yet 
roo weighty to be forgotren; vehemently urging them to 
come to ſome good reſelye before he and they parted, and to 
make their choice ether of Life or Death. Ro

His Compaſſion alſo towards all committed to his Charge 
was moſt manifeſt, eſpecially towards the Ignorant; rhoſe 
thar were our of the way, and thoſe that did move heavily 
on in the way. |

To the Tenorant. And here knowing that without knowledge 
the heart 1s not, and cannot be good , and confidering alfo 
how too ſucceſsfully the evil one, by ſowing evil Seeds betimes 
in the hearts of Youth, dorh ever after foreſtall, and defeate 
rhe moſt laborious endeavours for their recovery, and Sal- 
vation: Thus knowing and conſidering, he was in nothing 
more Induſtrious, and in nothing more happy and Succeſsful 
inexerting his Induſtry, than in an early ſowing thoſe bleſ- 
ſed Seeds of Divine Knowledge in the Hearts of all the 
Youth that he could reach in perſon or otherwiſe:; by 
which they were exceedingly formed to receive all good 
Imprefſtons. During the rime of his publick Miniſtry on 
every Lords-day in the After-noon he conſtantly Catechiſed 
before a great Congregation the Youth of each Sex by turns, 
amongft whom were ſeveral both young Men and Women, 
ſomerimes Five or Six of the chief Schollars of rhe Free 
School, fomtimes Five or Six of the Apprentices of the Town, 
fome of whom though of mans eſtate, who accounted it not 
a diſprace to Learn ( according to the guiſe of this mad 
World?) but to be 1gnorant. Somerimes of the other Sex 
Five or Six young Gentlewomen, who were under his Wifes 
Tuition, ( and fo his Domeſtick over-fight) kepr their turns 
of whom ſhe had not a few, and thoſe the Baughrers of 

Genrlcmen of good Rank far and near, whoſe laudable emu- 
'larion, and love to their Farther (as they ſtyled him) and to 
the Work, was the cauſe why they were not fo over bafhful. 
as todecline ſo advantagious a courſe, by which together 
with Domeftick Inftrugions, and Example, even all received 


a tingure cf Piety and Religion, and many a thorough Im- 
prefſion :
